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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant reiterates the argument that claim 34 
does not permit surrogates for PGC-1 expression. This cannot be correct since a dependent claim such as claim 41 limits the 
independent claim. Claim 41 clearly indicates the PGC-1 modulation is determined by measurement of glucose output, not by 
measurement of PGC-1 expression. Similar arguments can be made with respect to other dependent claims. Consequently, the 
arguments in the enablement rejection remain proper and the rejection is maintained for these reasons and the reasons of record.. 
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
